Scottish  Chemists'  Fight. — The  Pharma- 
ceutical General  Council  (Scotland)  in  a 
reply  to  Mr.  Hector  McNeil's  statement 
on  chemists'  withdrawing  from  the  National 
Health  Service  (see  C.  &  D.,  September 
16,  p.  340),  states  that  the  Council  has 
made  it  abundantly  clear  to  the  chemists 
of  Scotland  what  is  involved  in  this  fight, 
and  that  the  Minister  can  be  assured  there 
is  no  lack  of  appreciation  of  the  position 
so  far  as  they  are  concerned.  The  chem- 
ists on  their  part  feel,  however,  that  Mr. 
McNeil  is  under  a  misapprehension.  In 
an  endeavour  to  remove  it  they  have  on 
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three  separate  occasions  asked  him  per- 
sonally to  receive  a  deputation  of  their 
representatives.  The  statement  concludes  : 
"  The  public  should  know  that  Mr.  McNeil 
has  persistently  refused  to  meet  them  in 
person.  The  chemists  have  always  been 
anxious  to  go  to  arbitration  but  let  the 
Secretary  of  State  withdraw  his  cut  and 
not  try  to  prejudice  the  position." 

Hospital  Dispensing  Assistants'  Sal- 
aries.— The  following  salary  scales  for  as- 
sistants in  dispensing  employed  by  regional 
hospital  boards,  etc.,  are  to  be  put  into 
operation  immediately,  with  effect  from 
July  1949,  following  an  award  by  the 
Industrial  Court  in  May: — Assistants  aged 
sixteen  to  twenty-one,  £110  to  £235  per 
annum;  twenty-two  and  over,  £290  x  £10 
to  £370.  At  any  point  in  the  scale  from 
age  eighteen  onwards,  £15  per  annum  is 
added  if  the  assistant  holds  one  of  the 
following  qualifications: — (i)  The  certifi- 
cate of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  of  Lon- 
don ;  (ii)  the  dispensing  certificate  of  the 
R.A.M.C.  or  R.A.F.  ;  (hi)  A  qualifi- 
cation approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health 
or  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  as  be- 
ing equivalent  to  one  of  these  qualifica- 
tions ;  (iv)  a  certificate  given  by  the  em- 
ploying authority  that  the  assistant  is  fully 
qualified  to  perform  the  highest  duties  ap- 
propriate to  the  grade.  An  addition  of 
£io-£30  is  made  for  London  weighting. 
No  payment  is  made  for  hours  worked  in 
excess  of  thirty-nine  per  week  but  time  off 
in  lieu  is  allowed.

British  Trade  Centre  in  New  York. — 

New  headquarters  for  British  industry  in 
the  U.S.A.,  the  British  Trade  Promotion 
Centre,  677  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  City, 
were  opened  on  September  7.  The  Centre 
is  being  organised  and  managed  by  the 
British  Commonwealth  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce in  the  U.S.A.  Its  main  functions 
will  be  to  provide  information,  advice  and 
help  to  British  industrial  organisations  and 
individual  firms  on  any  and  every  aspect 
of  exporting  British  goods  to  the  U.S.A.; 
and  to  represent  the  views  of  British  in- 
dustry, as  occasion  requires,  to  the  Ameri- 
can authorities  and  American  business  men. 

Persia  Removes  Duties. — Dr.  Jehan 
Shah  Saleh,  Iran's  Health  Minister,  an- 
nounced recently  at  a  meeting  in  Istanbul 
of  the  World  Health  Organisation  Regional 
Committee  for  the  Eastern  Mediterranean 
that  the  Persian  parliament  had  abolished 
customs  duties  on  insecticides  and  a  num- 
ber of  drugs.  The  latter  include  quinine 
and  other  antimalarials,  antibiotics,  and 
bismuth  and  arsenical  compounds  em- 
ployed in  anti-venereal  disease  campaigns. 
Dr.  Saleh  invited  all  W.H.O.  member 
states  in  the  eastern  Mediterranean  region 
to  follow  the  Iranian  government's  move 
and  make  "  vital  drugs  "  available  at  lower 
cost  to  their  people. 

Free  Medicines  in  Australia.. — Included 
in  the  list  of  drugs  available  under  the  new 
Commonwealth  of  Australia  free  medicine 
scheme  (in  operation  since  September  4) 
are  insulin,  the  sulphonamides,,  penicillin 
and  streptomycin.  Among  diseases  treated 
under  the  scheme  are  pneumonia,  epilepsy, 
tuberculosis  in  certain  forms,  heart  diseases, 
arthritis,  blood  pressure,  post-operative 
shock,  diabetes,  venereal  diseases,  diph- 
theria, asthma,  gastro-enteritis,  whooping 
cough,  malaria,  meningitis,  blood  poisoning, 
pernicious  anaemia,  septicaemia  and  post 
natal  diseases.  Chemists  issue  the  listed 
drugs  on  production  of  two  copies  of  a 
doctor's  prescription,  and  are  then  reim- 
bursed by  the  Commonwealth  Government. 
The  chemist  is  allowed  to  charge  for  de- 
livery or  in  some  circumstances  a  late  fee. 
Repeat  prescriptions  are  provided  for,  and 
hospital  inpatients  and  outpatients  receive 
full  benefits.  It  is  estimated  that  at  present 
about  one  prescription  in  ten  in  most 
States  is  for  free  drugs,  but  in  Western 
Australia  the  percentage  is  as  high  as  one 
in  five.  Australia's  imports  of  drugs  and 
chemicals  in  July  were  £1,308,000  com- 
pared with  £906,000  in  July  1949.

Scottish    Chemists'    Remuneration.  - 

Mr.  Henderson  Stewart  asked  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  for  Scotland,  on  Septem- 
ber 18,  if  he  had  any  statement  to  make 
on  his  dispute  with  Scottish  chemists. 

Mr.  Hector  McNeil  :  On  examining 
the  payment  which  had  been  made  to 
chemists  during  the  recent  period  I  have 
formed  the  opinion  that  their  rates  of  re- 
muneration were  too  high  and  should  be 
reduced.  Negotiations  were  accordingly 
begun  on  the  Whitley  Committee  and 
these  are  continuing.  In  the  meantime, 
and  as  a  purely  temporary  and  provisional 
arrangement  to  protect  the  taxpayer,  I 
have  made  a  reduction  of  8  per  cent,  in 
the  payments  otherwise  due,  since  should 
negotiations  or  arbitration  eventually  lead 
to  a  reduction  in  the  rates  of  remuneration 
I  must  have  a  legally  competent  method  of 
implementing  such  a  reduction  retrospec- 
tively. 

I  regret  that  a  considerable  number  of 
chemists  have  given  notice  of  withdrawal 
from  the  National  Health  Service  to  take 
effect  at  the  end  of  November.  I  cannot 
agree  that  this  extreme  action  is  warranted. 
I  understand  that  the  chemists'  represent- 
atives do  not  object  to  the  principle  of 
retrospective  application  of  any  reduction 
in  remuneration  that  may  follow  Whitley 
Council  discussions  but  that  they  do  object 
to  the  method  by  which  the  provisional  cut 
has  been  made.  I  have  been  advised,  how- 
ever, by  my  legal  advisors,  that  the  only 
course  open  to  me  to  achieve  the  end  in 
view  effectively  and  equitably  was  the  one 
I  have  followed.  I  would  emphasise  that 
the  cut  is  meantime  a  purely  temporary 
arrangement  which  will  in  due  course  be

560,  Dr.  E.  J.  Parry 
ntended  that  "  huge  quantities  "  of 
lute  acetic  acid  coloured  with  caramel 
d  been  purchased  for  a  long  time  past 
"  the  poorer  classes,"  and  that  this  was 
heir  staple  vinegar."   He  suggested  that 


a  good  sample  of  brewed  vinegar  might 
be  accepted,  not  as  a  standard  for  purity 
but  as  an  indication  of  delicacy  of  flavour  ; 
adding,  however,  that  if  the  public  weal 
required  a  particular  standard,  and  if  that 
standard  could  be  enforced,  standardisa- 
tion should  follow.  After  sixteen  years  a 
further  step  in  legal  definition  has  been 
taken.  Etymologically,  the  term  "  vinegar  " 
as  used  in  this  country  is  a  misnomer,  not 
quite  freed  from  that  stigma  by  prefixing 
the  word  "  malt."  "  Alegar,"  which  better 
indicates  the  nature  of  the  product,  would 
have  been  preferable. 

Haymarket  Chemists 

It  may  be  remembered  that  John  Bell, 
founder  of  a  famous  London  business  es- 
tablished in  Oxford  Street,  was  apprenticed 
to  Frederick  Smith  of  29  Haymarket,  and 
became  his  son-in-law.  Taking  seven  years 
as  the  normal  period  of  apprenticeship  in 
the  eighteenth  century,  Bell  entered  Smith's 
employ  in  or  about  1790.  By  chance  I 
have  lately  discovered,  in  an  unlikely  place, 
more  about  Smith's  business :  three  brief 
references  to  it  occur  in  the  late  Mr.  Regi- 
nald L.  Hine's  "  Charles  Lamb  and  His 
Hertfordshire"  1949).  Then,  as  now, 
Haymarket  was  an  important  thoroughfare 
and  possessed  two  theatres ;  it  was,  how- 
ever, partly  residential,  Addison  had  lived 
there  ("  up  three  pair  of  stairs  ")  early  in 
his  career.  Smith  set  John  Bell  a  pattern 
by  marrying  the  daughter  of  his  employer, 
a  Mr.  Oldham.  In  Oldham's  day  the  shop 
acquired  a  secondary  interest  because  of 
"  a  little  dark  parlour "  behind  it,  fre- 
quented by  literary  men.  Among  them  was 
Dr.  Samuel  Johnson,  whose  well-known 
fondness  for  tea  caused  Mrs.  Smith,  if  she 
saw  him  approaching  the  premises,  to  put 
away  hastily  any  tea-things  that  might  be 
visible.  Smith's  brother  Edward  managed 
the  business,  we  read,  more  than  did  the 
proprietor  ;  so  we  may  regard  him  also  as 
a  chemist.  In  your  list  of  London  chemists 
taken  from  Robson's  directory  for  1837 
(C.  &  D.,  1937.II.179)  I  find  the  name  of 
Joseph  Smith,  presumably  a  son  or  nephew 
of  Frederick  Smith,  at  the  same  address. 
Probably  this  street  has  since  been  renum- 
bered. It  was  neither  Smith  nor  Oldham, 
but  Richard  Siddall,  a  chemist  in  the  ad- 
joining Panton  Street,  who  took  part  in 
the  testing  of  James's  Fever  Powder  and 
the  rival  specific  of  Schwanberg  a  few  years 

earlier.  Xrayser 
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PROPOSED  OPIUM  MONOPOLY 


The  conference  at  Geneva  on  August  14 
(see  C.  &  D.,  August  19,  p.  233)  marks  a 
stage  in  bringing  opium  production  into 
line  with  manufacturing  requirements  for 
morphine  products.  This  is  part  of  the 
overall  control  under  a  single  convention 
which  is  being  prepared  under  the  aegis 
of  the  Commission  on  Narcotic  Drugs  of 
the  United  Nations.  Agreement  on  the  limi- 
tation and  control  of  the  cultivation  of  the 
opium  poppy  has  been  in  abeyance  since 
1939.  In  that  year  a  "draft"  convention 
was  prepared  proposing  alternative  sys- 
tems for  allocating  opium  exports  from 
production  countries,  viz:  — 

(i)  The  free  order  system;  and 

(ii)  The  quota  system. 

Under  either  system  the  total  amount  of 
opium  to  be  produced  by  each  producing 
country  would  be  allocated  by  an  Inter- 
national Control  Authority  and  consist  of : 

(1)  The  amount  to  be  exported  each 
year; 

(2)  The  amount  needed  for  domestic 
requirements  during  that  year; 

(3)  The  amount  to  replenish  stocks  to 
the  level  consistent  with  normal  trade 
requirements. 

International  Clearing  House 

It  was  suggested  that  an  international 
clearing  house  would  greatly  simplify  and 
strengthen  control  and  that  consideration 
should  be  given  to  establishing  an  "  Inter- 
national Purchasing  and  Selling  Agency  " 
(i.e.,  an  international  opium  monopoly). 

Progress  with  the  1939  draft  was  pre- 
vented by  the  second  World  War.  On 
August  3,  1948  the  terms  of  reference  of 
the  United  Nations  Commission  for  a 
"  new  single  convention  "  included  a  single 
control  body  and  provisions  for  the  limita- 
tion of  the  production  of  narcotic  raw 
materials.  Progress  was  rapid  in  relation 
to  opium.  Representatives  of  the  principal 
opium-producing  countries  met  at  Ankara 
in  Turkey  during  November  1949,  and 
agreed  upon  measures  for  limiting  produc- 
tion to  medical  needs  and  preventing  illicit 
traffic.  From  the  brief  reports  of  the 
recent  Geneva  meeting  it  is  evident  that 
the  new  convention  will  include  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  international  purchasing 
and  selling  agency.  This  fits  in  with  nar- 
cotics control  being  vested  in  an  adminis- 
trative body  to  be  known  as  the  "  Inter- 
national Control  Authority "  which  is  to 
combine  the  functions  of  the  existing  Per- 


manent Central  (Opium)  Board  and 
Supervisory  Body. 

The  method  of  control  of  opium  prod 
tion  is  primarily  via  a  State  monopoly 
each  producing  country.  All  internatic 
transactions  in  opium  would  pass  thro 
the  international  purchasing  and  sel 
agency  and  participating  countries  wo 
agree  not  to  import  or  export  outside 
scheme.  The  furnishing  of  anr 
estimates  would  enable  the  administra 
authority  to  judge  whether  the  pop 
growing  areas  were  larger  than  necess; 
for  the  requirements. 

Agency  to  Maintain  Stocks 

The  agency  by  maintaining  stocks  cc 
free  the  producing  countries  from  the  t 
den  of  regulating  and  maintaining  stc 
including  emergency  stocks.  Possibly 
the  security  of  these  stocks  it  might  obi 
commercial  credits  for  advancing  mone> 
the  exporting  countries.  The  stocks  n 
not  be  in  immediate  possession  of 
agency  since  they  could  be  kept  in 
storage  in  the  country  of  origin  u 
actually  ueeded  for  export.  The  diffi 
ties  of  limiting  opium  production  may 
facilitated  by  foreign  loans  to  aid  the 
troductiori  of  substitute  crops.

Theft  from  Shop  Counter. — At  Clerk-

Mitchell  declared  that  the  tablets  had  been 
handed  to  him,  though  he  admitted  that 
he  had  not  paid  for  them.  Defendant 
was  stated  by  his  brother  to  have  been  in 
and  out  of  mental  hospitals  for  the  past 
nine  years.  Conditionally  discharging  him, 
the  magistrate  told  Mitchell  he  would  be 
well  advised  to  keep  in  touch  with  the 
Probation  Officer. 

Pharmacy  Act  Fines.  —  At  Harrow, 
Middlesex,  recently,  Alexander  John 
James,  Bury  Street,  Ruislip,  trading  as 
Springfield  Cash  Stores,  Springfield  Road, 
Harrow,  was  fined  £2,  with  £1  is.  costs, 
for  selling  poisons  on  premises  not  regis- 
tered for  the  purpose.  It  was  stated  that 
James,  who  carried  on  business  as  a  gro- 
cer, had  been  listed  with  the  Middlesex 
County  Council  from  1946  to  April  31, 
1950.  At  the  end  of  March  he  was  sent 
the  usual  form  from  the  County  Council 
asking  whether  he  wished  to  renew  his 
listing.  He  replied  that  he  did  not  wish 
his  name  to  be  retained  on  the  list,  and 
accordingly,  on  May  1,  his  name  was  de- 
leted. On  June  12,  bottles  of  disinfectant 
were  on  display  at  his  premises  and  a 
bottle,  clearly  marked  "  Poison,"  was  sold 
to  a  County  Council  official. — At  Newton 
Abbot,  Devon,  recently,  Williamson  & 
Treadgold,  Ltd.,  Exchange  Buildings,  Up- 
per Winton  Road,  Bournemouth,  trading 
as  Slade  &  Sons,  Bank  Street,  Newton  Ab- 
bot, pleaded  guilty  to  a  charge  of  selling 
a  medicine  containing  poison  without  the 
supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist.  The 
company  was  fined  £5  on  that  charge  and 
a  further  £5  for  selling  the  article  in  a 
container  not  properly  labelled.  The  solici-

Conference  Science 

feature  that  the  Science  Sessions  of  the 
iritish  Pharmaceutical  Conference  share 
vith  the  annual  meetings  of  the  British 
Association  is  that  the  discussions  are 
reely  entered  into  by  persons  not  claiming 
pecialised  knowledge  of  the  subject  of 
^ach  paper.  The  effect  of  this  character- 
jstic  is  reflected  not  only  in  the  unflagging 
pport  the  Science  Sessions  continue  to 
ceive  from  both  laboratory  workers  and 
ractising  pharmacists.  It  also  ensures 
hat  no  author  rides  very  far  on  a  hobby- 
orse  of  theory,  because  he  runs  the  gaunt- 
t  of  a  dousing  with  practical  common 
ense  and  experience. 

Comment  at  the  recent  Glasgow  occa- 
lon  was  frank — often  disconcertingly  so — 
et  informative  and  made  with  good  hu- 
our.  To  be  reminded  that  the  most  effec- 
rve  preparation  of  senna  remains  the  fresh 
nfusion  was,  in  itself,  salutary  and  sober- 
ing, for  of  all  galenical  preparations  the 
resh  infusion  must  surely  be  the  least  con- 
venient to  the  patient  and  the  least  profit- 
able to  the  chemist. 

j  The  theme  of  the  Symposium  Session 
Droved  popular  and  was  provocative  of 
ample  discussion,  though  the  outcome 
night  have  been  more  permanently  valu- 
able had  the  range  of  topic  been  narrowed. 
VTost  of  the  opening  speakers  devoted  their 
alatform  time  to  constructive  criticisms  of 
existing  formularies.  From  the  floor,  there 
leemed  to  be  substantial  support  for  the 
new  that  the  National  Formulary  should 
3e  in  two  forms — the  first  arranged  alpha- 
betically for  pharmacists'  convenience  and 


the  second  an  index  for  the  convenience 
of  prescribers.  From  the  remarks  of 
Dr.  Capper,  one  of  the  British  formulators 
principally  concerned,  it  seems  likely  that 
the  suggestion  will  come  to  be  adopted. 

To  claim  that  any  very  new  or  startling 
pronouncement  this  year  would  no  doubt 
be  excessive.  The  occasional  front-page 
story  may,  however,  be  only  the  spectacular 
outcome  of  earlier  painstaking  researches. 

Training  the  Unqualified 

During  the  1939-45  war>  when  the  diffi- 
culties of  finding  suitable  sales  staffs  were 
most  acute,  the  need  for  training  them  was 
also  most  apparent.  Too  often  chemists, 
like  other  traders,  had  to  turn  a  blind  eye 
to  dilatory  service — and  even  actual  rude- 
ness— to  customers,  or  pay  the  penalty  of 
losing  assistants  of  any  kind.  Standards 
of  selling  consequently  suffered. 

In  America,  the  same  sort  of  thing  oc- 
curred. The  "  American  Perfumer,"  in  its 
August  number,  refers  half  humorously  to 
"  those  mad  war  years,  when  sales  were 
zooming  and  salesgirls  were  not  to  be  had 
for  love  or  money,  and  both  were  lavished 
without  restraint."  There,  two  courses  of 
action  are  suggested  for  conditions  that  ap- 
pear to  have  survived  the  war  years.  The 
first  is  to  improve  the  general  level  of 
entrants  by  asking  more  of  them,  at  the 
same  time  gradually  eliminating  the  "  fla- 
grantly inefficient  and  disinterested."  The 
second  is  "  vigorous  sales  training." 

In  Britain  pharmacist-employers,  under 
pressure  of  National  Health  dispensing,  are 
absent  from  their  counters  much  more 
than  before  the  war,  and  in  consequence 
sales  staffs  are  left  for  longer  periods  with- 
out supervision.  The  opportunities  afforded 
to  a  busy  pharmacist  to  carry  out  any  form 
of  systematic  training  are  therefore  re- 
stricted. The  company  chemists  are  able  to 
arrange  training  within  their  own  organi- 
sations, relying  on  amenities  offered  to 
staff  to  hold  them  after  they  have  been 
trained.  For  the  proprietor  pharmacist  em- 
ploying only  a  few  employees,  the  only 
parallel  scheme  would  be  one  organised 
jointly  with  other  similarly-placed  phar- 
macists, though  local  educational  authori- 
ties could  no  doubt  be  persuaded  to  run 
courses  at  technical  colleges  and  schools. 
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SYMPOSIUM  SESSION 


"  Formulation  and  Formularies  99 

The  Symposium  Session  that  replaced  the 
Science  Sessions  on  the  Friday  morning  of 
Conference  was  opened  by  four  speakers 
reading  papers  on  aspects  of  the  above 
subject.  The  first  speaker  was  Professor 
J.  B.  Todd,  Glasgow,  whose  paper  is  here 
summarised. 

Requirements  of  Formulation 

Formulation  is  the  art  of  presenting  a 
substance  in  a  form  in  which  it  best  ex- 
hibits its  characteristic  properties.  Other 
requirements  are  usually  called  for,  such 
as  safety  in  use,  stability,  convenience, 
elegance.  It  is  in  meeting  the  need  for 
what  I  shall  call  secondary  properties  that 
the  greatest  ingenuity  and  skill  are  neces- 
sary. The  work  implies  co-operation  on  an 
equal  basis  between  a  number  of  special- 
ists, one  of  whom  is,  of  course,  the  formu- 
lator.  In  this  connection  I  feel  that  the 
skill  and  knowledge  of  the  retail  pharma- 
cist are  not  called  upon  as  often  as  they 
should  be  in  devising  new  methods  of 
presentation  or  even  in  suggesting  a  suit- 
able drug  for  a  particular  condition.  The 
art  of  formulation  has  changed  in  char- 
acter in  the  past  few  years.  Old  books  of 
secret  recipes  contained  lists  of  drugs  which 
read  like  a  quotation  from  Keats — Irish 
moss,  quince  seeds,  dragon's  blood,  and  the 
like.  Their  formulation  was  largely  art.  The 
advent  of  new  remedies  whose  properties 
can  be  measured  has  enhanced  the  scien- 
tific aspects  of  formulation  yet  has  not  re- 
duced the  need  for  craftsmanship.  I  can- 
not believe  that  the  new  drugs  coming 
forth  in  such  profusion  offer  so  little  to 
the  skilled  pharmaceutical  formulator  as 
simply  to  be  dissolved  in  sterile  water  and 
injected.  I  can  see  ample  evidence  of  the 
need  for  the  skill  of  the  pharmacologist, 
the  bacteriologist  and  the  chemist  but  very 
little  beyond  the  simplest  for  the  craft  and 
science  of  the  pharmacist.  Must  we  take 
the  stark  simplicity  of  the  many  prepara- 
tions listed  as  representing  the  future  of 
pharmaceutical  operations?  I  feel  that 
new  ideas  and  new  approaches  are  needed 
chiefly  for  the  control  of  absorpion  and 
gentleness  of  action.  Already  we  have 
seen  this  change  take  place  in  the  intro- 
duction and  use  of  penicillin.     First  the 


simple  solution  then  transfer  to  oily  me- 
dium, and  latterly  progress  by  the  use  of 
partially  soluble  complexes.  One  of  the 
striking  developments  involving  careful 
formulation  is  the  great  increase  in  the 
use  of  drugs  in  tablet  form,  and  the  most 
striking  improvement  in  formulation  has 
followed  the  strict  requirement  that  the 
tablets  should  disintegrate  in  reasonable 
time  in  the  stomach. 

Hospital  Viewpoint 

Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger  (chief  pharmacist, 
Westminster  Hospital,  London),  then  dealt 
with  the  subject  from  the  hospital  point 
of  view.  A  summary  of  his  remarks  is 
given  below. 

The  present  is  an  appropriate  time  for 
discussing  formularies  from  the  hospital 
point  of  view,  because:  (i)  The  National 
Formulary  is  now  familiar  to  every  prac- 
tising pharmacist,  and  its  compilers  envis- 
aged, as  indicated  in  the  preface,  the  dis- 
appearance of  individual  hospital  pharma- 
copoeias; and  (2)  changes  in  materia  medica 
have  considerably  altered  the  status  of  the 
formulary  within  the  hospital. 

The  Westminster  Hospital  pharma- 
copoeia dates  from  1828,  though  an  earlier 
document  of  1721  (also  called  a  "phar- 
macopoeia "  in  hospital  minutes)  was  in  ex- 
istence. That  early  document  was  drawn 
up  soon  after  the  opening  of  the  hospital, 
and  its  purpose  was  "  to  lessen  the  cost  of 
medicines  and  (assist)  the  procuring  them 
at  best  hand."  From  that  list,  which  was 
used  in  obtaining  prices  from  the  apothe- 
caries of  the  town,  developed  the  "  Phar 
macopoeia  Noscomialis  West  monasterien 
sis"  of  1828.  The  primary  function  o 
the  pharmacopoeia  was  economy.  Th" 
hospital  formulary  formerly  contained  all 
the  remedies  necessary  and  available  in 
the  hospital.  It  was,  until  recently,  a  ml 
that  no  house-officer  might  prescribe  pre- 
parations not  included  in  the  official  book. 
This  made  it  comparatively  easy  to  keep 
an  eye  on  the  drug  bill.  That  has  changed 
now.  The  chemotherapeutic  compounds 
antibiotics,  nerve-blocking  agents,  antihis- 
tamines, heparin,  liver  preparations,  insulin, 
etc.,  for  the  most  part  come  from  manu- 
facturers' highly  developed  laboratories, 
often  as  proprietary  articles  already  formu 
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;ed.  There  is  therefore  no  point  in  in- 
lding  them  in  a  hospital  pharmacopoeia, 
le  hospital  pharmacopoeia  can  assist  in 
e  economic  use  of  drugs  by  presenting 
itable  alternative  formulas  for  com- 
unded  proprietary  preparations.  Our 
iteria  are  that  such  hospital  product 
all  be: — (a)  At  least  equally  efficacious; 
)  as  elegant  as  we  can  possibly  make  it ; 

cheaper  to  the  hospital  than  the  pro- 
letary. The  last  point  needs  considera- 
>n.  One  has  to  allow  for  the  time  and 
rsonnel  available  and  "  overheads."  It 
usually  possible  to  effect  a  satisfactory 
ing. 

spital  Staff  Needs 

The  second  function  of  the  hospital 
armacopoeia  is  that  of  a  record  of  pre- 
rations  designed  to  meet  the  needs 
the  staff  of  that  hospital.  In 
at  function  I  think  the  N.F.  will  never 
isfactorily  replace  the  hospital  pharma- 
poeia.  The  Westminster  Hospital  Phar- 
acopceia  is  being  republished  as  the 
estminster  Hospital  Supplement  to  the 
tional  Formulary.  An  important  func- 
n  of  the  hospital  pharmacopoeia  is  its  use 
training  medical  students. 
For  that  reason  the  formulas  should  be 
11  selected,  rational  and  elegant  so  as 
inspire  the  confidence  and  emulation  of 
e  student.  The  pharmacopoeia  should  be 
der  constant  revision.  The  new  formulas 
the  Westminster  Supplement  will  fit 
to  a  loose-leaf  binder  to  assist  in  that 
rpose.  In  the  past  many  formularies 
ve  included  preparations  known  by  such 
mes  as  mistura  diaphoretica,  mistura 
eriens,  etc.  As  pharmacists,  I  suppose 
r  instincts  are  all  in  favour  of  names 
unifying  contents  rather  than  functions  : 
it  we  must  sympathise  with  the  prescriber 
ho  longs  for  simple  names  of  the  kind 
loted  and  thinks  in  terms  of  diagnosis, 
he  danger  lies  in  the  tendency  for  the 
-escriber  to  lose  sight  of  the  formula 
id  think  in  terms  only  of  function.  The 
;e  of  names  signifying  contents  is  there- 
re  much  to  be  preferred.  I  have  heard  a 
actor  recommend  that  dosages  should  be 
^pressed  in  units — one  for  a  normal  dose, 
vo  for  a  large  dose,  three  for  an  extra 
rge  dose,  etc.,  and  that  the  pharmacist 
lould  be  saddled  with  the  responsibility  of 
membering  what  the  respective  amounts 
ere.  It  is,  however,  necessary  to  concede, 
the  hospital  pharmacopoeia,  a  place  for 
ie  mention  of  originators'  names  (e.g., 
uy's  pill)  of  time-honoured  tradition  as 


well  as  some  newer  ones.  A  recent  ex- 
ample in  my  hospital  was  Bull's  mixture 
(emulsio  glucosi).  The  originator's  name 
should  normally  be  placed  after  the  name 
of  the  preparation.  Two  examples  of  the 
abuse  of  nomenclature  are: — Mistura  wind 
and  mistura  euthanasia  (for  a  mixture  con- 
taining morphine  and  cocaine)  and  in- 
tended for  the  alleviation  of  pain  in  ex- 
tremis. The  name  given  to  the  latter  is 
misleading  and  outrageous. 

Possibly  the  flavouring  of  medicines  can 
be  taken  too  far,  and  an  attempt  made  to 
turn  out  confectionery  instead  of  medi- 
cines. That  criticism  has  been  levelled  at 
certain  popular  types  of  aspirin,  for  ex- 
ample, but  there  is  little  evidence  that 
either  the  N.F.  or  the  usual  hospital  for- 
mulary errs  on  that  side.  For  the  past 
eighty  years  little  change  in  the  flavourings 
used  in  formulas  can  be  found — chloro- 
form, peppermint,  liquorice  and  tincture 
of  orange  persist.  Improvement  could  be 
made  by  the  use  of  synthetic  flavours  and 
by  a  little  courage  in  the  matter  of  blend- 
ing old  ones. 

Retail  Aspects 

Miss  M.  A.  Burr  (a  proprietor  pharma- 
cist and  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Council)  then  read  a  paper  on 
retail  aspects  of  the  subject.  The  follow- 
ing is  a  summary  of  her  paper. 

A  retailer  views  formularies  and  formu- 
lations from  angles  with  a  direct  bearing 
on  his  profession,  business  and  training ; 
his  relationship  with  prescriber  and 
patient ;  and  his  dealings  with  the  Minis- 
try of  Health  whom  he  is  bound  today  to 
regard  as  his  chief  customer.  Formularies 
are  not  primarily  issued  for  the  retail  phar- 
macist, but  for  the  practitioner.  An  im- 
mense amount  of  work  has  been  done  to 
co-ordinate  and  revise  the  Formularies 
particularly  since  the  issue  of  the  National 
Formulary,  1929.  Retail  pharmacists  have 
had  ample  opportunity  to  criticise  the  con- 
tents of  each  new  Formulary.  While  doc- 
tors were  in  the  majority  in  the  committee 
that  compiled  the  1929  National  Formu- 
lary, the  present  committee  has  a  majority 
of  pharmacists.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in 
future  there  will  be  more  proprietor  phar- 
macists on  the  committee.  From  the  great 
assortment  of  formularies  in  use  prior  to 
1929 — even  as  far  back  as  1 9 1 1 — much 
confusion  was  caused  in  retail  practice  be- 
cause 'similar  titles  were  used  for  different 
prescriptions.  The  National  Formulary 
represents   a   uniform   collection   of  pre- 
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scriptions  available  in  any  part  of  the 
country.  Many  retail  pharmacists,  includ- 
ing myself,  would  like  to  see  this  uniform- 
ity carried  a  step  further,  merging  the 
Formulary  into  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex.  There  are  many  difficulties,  but 
all  could  be  overcome.  The  Formulary  sec- 
tion of  the  B.P.C.  could  be  presented  in  a 
separate  concise  volume,  following  the 
practice  in  the  Danish  Pharmacopoeia, 
1949,  which  consists  of  three  volumes,  the 
third  devoted  to  formulas. 

To  encourage  medical  practitioners  to 
use  the  Formulary  and  Codex  prepara- 
tions more  publicity  might  be  given  to 
N.F.  and  B.P.C.  preparations,  for  example, 
at  medical  exhibitions.  The  National  For- 
mulary has  a  place  in  the  National  Health 


Service,  but  not  to  the  exclusion  of  th 
prescriber's  freedom.  The  extensive  use  o 
the  National  Formulary  might  handica] 
the  training  of  doctors  and  pharmacists 
Many  practitioners  show  ignorance  of  th 
National  Formulary,  particularly  of  th 
quantities  to  be  prescribed. 

The  argument  that  medicine  should  no 
be  "too  pleasant  may  be  good  but  I  an 
sure  mothers  would  soon  convince  th 
Formulary  Committee  to  the  contrary, 
consider  a  better  use  could  be  made  o 
syrups  in  children's  medicine  especiall 
blackcurrant  and  rose-hip  syrups  —  pro 
vided  that  the  other  ingredients  did  no 
interfere  with  the  vitamin-C  content. 

The  fourth  paper  and  later  contribution 
to  the  discussion  are  unavoidably  held  over

Proceeding  with  the  discussion  on  the 
paper  on  the  disintegration  of  tablets,  the 
commencement  of  which  was  given  in  last 
week's  issue  (p.  349),  Dr.  Norman  Evers 
asked  whether  the  authors  of  either  that 
paper  or  the  previous  one  (by  Berry  and 
Ridout)  had  applied  any  keeping  tests  at 
elevated  temperatures.  He  suggested  that 
the  question  of  disintegration  was  being 
overdone.  Mr.  S.  G.  Stevenson,  Birk- 
dale,  said  that  if,  as  was  accepted,  disinte- 
gration was  a  function  of  permeability, 
the  material  added  became  of  importance. 
From  the  manufacturers'  directions  for  get- 
ting alginic  acid  into  solution  it  might  be 
supposed  that  in  the  tablet  the  substance 
would  gel  and  prevent  moisture  from 
reaching  the  centre  of  the  tablet. 

Professor  H.  Berry  pointed  out  in  re- 
ply to  Mr.  Stevenson  that  the  alginic  acid 
when  incorporated  into  the  granules  had 
split  them  thoroughly.  There  was  no  sus- 
picion of  a  mucilaginous  mass. 

Mr.  Burlinson,  answering  the  points 
raised,  said  that  tablet  makers  were  learn- 
ing that  physical  form  played  an  impor- 
tant part  in  tableting,  and  that  the  physical 
chemistry  of  the  material  was  a  problem 
to  be  increasingly  studied.  Drying  of  the 
starch  was,  he  agreed,  important  in  dry 
granulation,  but  less  so  if  the  wet  granula- 
tion process  were  used.  As  to  the  con- 
tainers used,  the  aim  had  been  to  repro- 
duce practical  conditions  as  closely  as  pos-

sible.  The  degree  of  hardness  had  no 
been  measured,  but  the  pressure  applie 
had  been  constant  and  care  had  bee 
taken  to  secure  a  uniform  granule.  Pro 
fessor  Berrv  might  have  found  the  sam 
type  of  permeability  had  he  incorporate! 
starch  during  the  granulation  process. 

Bacteria  Filtered  from  Oils 

An  abstract  of  the  paper  "  Removal  0 
Bacteria  from  Oils  by  Filtration,"  by  G 
Sykes  and  A.  Royce,  appeared  in  th 
C.  &  D.,  September  9,  p.  332. 

Discussion 

Professor  H.  Berry  said  that  the  sub 
ject  of  the  paper  was  very  important.  Th 
difficulty  in  that  type  of  investigation  wa 
providing  the  right  experimental  cond: 
tions.  He  would  mistrust  results  obtaine 
by  forcing  oils  contaminated  with  wate 
through  filters.  Oils  were  normally  in 
fected  by  isolated  dry  organisms  fallin, 
into  them.  Ideal  test  organisms  should  b 
devoid  of  moisture  and  sufficiently  small 
He  had  used  prodigiosus  which  had  a  siz 
of  0.7^.  Did  the  authors  know  the  size  o 
the  dust  particles  used?  Had  they  deter 
mined  a  critical  pore-size  for  removini 
bacteria  from  water  or  oil? 

Miss  V.  W.  Burrell,  Pinner,  confirme^ 
the  findings  of  the  authors  and  spoke  o 
difficulty  in  getting  an  oil  in  which  th 
organisms  did  not  die  out  before  the  en< 
of  the  experiment.    She  had  attempted  t< 
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btain  dry  bacteria  by  preparing  a  culture 
om  an  agar  slope,  rubbing  that  down  in 

mortar,  and  diffusing  it  in  dried  oil. 
he  experiments  had  been  conducted  in 
acuo,  and  all  air  used  had  been  dried  by 
eing  passed  through  sulphuric  acid.  Un- 
er  the  conditions  of  the  experiment  two 
ut  of  108  samples  proved  not  to  be  sterile. 

Mr.  R.  Levin,  Leeds,  said  that,  in  simi- 
r  work,  he  had  found  that  ethyl  oleate 
ppeared  to  inhibit  the  growth  of  organ- 
ms. 

Replying,  Mr.  Sykes  agreed  with  Pro- 
essor  Berry  that  the  ideal  test  was  one 
sing,  so  far  as  possible,  the  smallest  organ- 
sm  isolated.  Among  the  many  factors  affect- 
ng  sterilisation  by  filtration  were  time, 
orosity,  nature  of  filter,  and  nature  of 
olution.  Dr.  Bullock  was  told  that,  largely 
ecause  of  the  difficulties  involved,  the  oil 
ad  not  been  tested  before  the  experiment, 
thyl  oleate  was  not  self-sterilising  when 
he  infection  was  caused  by  spore-bearing 
rganisms.  Mr.  Royce  said  that,  though 
he  size  of  dust  particles  had  not  been 
easured,  the  dust  had  been  rubbed  down 
o  a  fine  powder  in  a  mortar.  The  culture 
ad  been  suspended  in  a  few  drops  of  oil 
laced  on  an  agar  slope,  ground  in  a 
ortar,  and  diluted  with  a  large  amount 
f  oil.    No  other  procedures  were  adopted 

eliminate  clumps.  They  had  found  ethyl 
leate  comparatively  hostile  to  the  develop- 
ent  of  certain  organisms. 

Pharmaceutical  Aspects  of 
Vitamin  B12 

Hartley,  P.  Stross  and  R.  E.  Stuckey 
[Abstract] 
The  communication  reports  experimental 
ork  on  the  stability  of  vitamin  Bi2  in 
onditions  varied  enough  to  permit 
appraisal  of  its  pharmaceutical  aspects. 
Methods  of  detecting  changes  in  the  physi- 
cal, chemical  or  biological  properties  of  the 
substance  are  considered.  In  assessing 
purity,  the  absorption  spectrum  is  held  to 
be  of  the  greatest  value.  (The  concentra- 
tion of  the  vitamin  in  solutions  containing 
substantially  pure  material  can  be  inferred 
from  determination  of  the  absorption  value 
at  36imjU.)  The  author's  conclusions  are 
that,  while  aqueous  solutions  of  vitamin 
B12  undergo  variation  in  absorption  spectra 
within  a  few  days  on  exposure  to  sunlight, 
such  changes  do  not  occur  during  exposure 
to  the  diffuse  daylight  of  a  normal  room 
for  one  week.  Solutions  can  therefore  be 
regarded  as  stable  during  normal  handling 
for  analysis,  filling  or  packing.  Aqueous 


solutions  of  vitamin  Br.  undergo  decom- 
position, especially  on  heating,  at  pH2  and 
more  rapidly  at  png  and  1 2  ;  they  are 
stable  at  pK4  and  7  at  normal  tempera- 
tures but  undergo  slight  but  significant 
decomposition  during  autoclaving  at  iis°C 
for  thirty  minutes.  Less  pure  samples  of 
vitamin  Bi2  suffer  greater  loss  on  auto- 
claving in  solution.  It  is  therefore  recom- 
mended that  the  use  of  heat  should  be 
avoided  in  the  sterilisation  of  solutions  of 
vitamin  Bi2  for  injection,  and  that  the  pn 
of  the  final  solution  should  preferably  be 
between  4.5  and  6.5.  No  evidence  was 
found,  either  spectrophotometrically  or 
microbiologically,  of  deterioration  of  pure 
vitamin  Bi2  on  storage  for  two  months  in 
0.5  per  cent,  phenol  solution  or  0.3  per 
cent,  cresol  solution.  It  is  therefore  recom- 
mended that  solutions  of  vitamin  Bi2  for 
injection  should  be  sterilised  by  filtration, 
a  bacteriostat  being  added  if  necessary.

Discussion 

Discussion  on  this  paper,  which  was  read 
by  Dr.  F.  Hartley,  was  opened  by  Dr. 
G.  E.  Foster,  Dartford,  who  asked 
whether  any  experiments  had  been  done 
on  possible  adsorption  of  vitamin  Bi2  on 
the  filter.  Dr.  Hartley  replied  that  the  point 
had  been  examined,  but  it  had  been  found 
possible  to  remove  adsorbed  vitamin  B12 
from  the  filter  without  endangering  sta- 
bility. The  solutions  were  for  parenteral 
administration,  and  therefore  of  an  appro- 
priate concentration.  The  low  concentra- 
tion made  it  desirable,  in  the  authors' 
opinion,  to  prepare  an  isotonic  solution. 
Dr.  W.  F.  I.  Culbertson,  Greenford, 
was  told  that  no  significant  pa  changes  had 
been  found  during  the  Seitz  filtration,  and 
no  experiments  had  been  carried  out  on 
the  material  at  elevated  temperatures.  An- 
swering Professor  H.  Berry,  who  asked 
whether  any  decomposition  measurements 
had  been  done  at  100°  C.,  he  agreed  that, 
if  it  were  feasible  to  reduce  the  tempera- 
ture from  115°  to  ioo°,  then  the  filtration 
method  of  sterilisation  could  be  abandoned 
in  favour  of  the  more  usual  method,  but 
the  authors  had  considered  that  there  must 
be  some  decomposition,  even  at  ioo°.  They 
considered  it  unnecessary  to  add  a  specific 
buffer.

Committee  of  Action 

Sir, — I  was  pleased  to  read  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  (September  16, 
P-  352)  triat  a  Committee  of  Action  is 
being  formed.  For  some  time  past  I  have 
felt  that  pharmacy  is,  and  always  has  been, 
led  by  the  "  Grand  Old  Men  "  of  the 
profession.  With  every  respect  for  such 
great  age,  and  with  it,  of  course,  a  wealth 
of  experience,  I  regard  it  is  rather  more 
essential  today  to  have  as  leaders  those 
who  are  making  their  way  under  present 
conditions,  can  even  look  ahead  a  few 
years,  and  are  also,  perhaps,  even  a  little 
commercialised — not  the  semi-retired  phar- 
macists who  have,  either  by  luck,  hard 
work  or  war  conditions,  made  their  busi- 
nesses large  enough  to  employ  a  qualified 
manager  and  now  turn  to  pharmaceutical 
politics  for  a  little  relaxation  or  else  to 
see  themselves  in  print,  but  who  are  still 
living  in  the  days  of  lead  plasters,  shops 
open  twelve  to  fourteen  hours  a  day,  and 
a  salary  of  £60  a  year,  living-in,  for  a 
qualified  assistant.  In  comparison  with 
other  public  speakers  today,  the  majority 
of  pharmacists  are  poor  at  public  address 
and,  even  at  their  best,  seldom  give  the 
impression  of  knowing  what  they  are  talk- 
ing about.  The  only  answer  to  all  this 
is  to  have  younger  pharmacists  (proprietors 
and  employees,  actively  engaged  in  retail) 
on  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  and  the  only  way  to  make  that 
possible  is  for  the  Society  or  some  other 
suitable  body  to  supply  qualified  locums,  if 
required,  at  members'  expense,  as  and 
when  any  pharmacist  attends  a  Council 
meeting.  I  would  like  to  see  a  Council 
composed  of  pharmacists  around  thirty 
years  of  age,  and  a  president  under  forty. 
Incidentally  I  am  forty-four  years  old  my- 
self.

Sir, — In  reply  to  my  anonymous  elder 
("  Another  Chemist  ")  the  matter  with 
ourselves  is  partly  the  responsibility  of  him 
and  his  generation.  If  they  say  we  are 
not  up  to  standard  and  are  work-shy, 
they  admit  their  failure  as  apprentice- 
masters.  Youth  has  always  followed  a  good 
example,  and  if  their  elders  inculcate  into 
them  the  spirit  of  inquiry,  application  and 
humanity  which  is  so  essential  to  phar- 
macy, then  youth  will  respond.  Many 
pharmacists  have  faithfully  honoured  the 
indentures  of  their  apprentices,  and  so 
turned  out  good  pharmacists,  but  all  too 
many  have  used  them  merely  as  a  source  of 
cheap  counter  labour.  That  went  on  to  an 
increasing  extent  between  the  two  wars, 
and  now  the  bird  is  home  to  roost.  Start 
youth  out  on  the  wrong  foot  and  disillu- 
sion follows.  Hence  the  sense  of  frustra- 
tion amongst  many  assistants  nowadays. 
Let  our  elders  (a)  Ask  themselves  whether 
they  have  done  everything  to  turn  out 
good  apprentices  and  assistants;  (b)  con- 
sider the  work  of  the  Students'  Association 
at  its  Conferences  and  in  the  many  positive 
resolutions  put  forward  in  the  wider  in- 
terests of  pharmacy;  and  (c)  look  at  the 
number  of  well-equipped  modern  phar- 
macies run  by  younger  pharmacists.  Fin- 
ally, let  them  abandon  the  attitude  of 
negative  criticism,  try  to  meet  youth  half- 
way and  understand  the  changed  condi- 
tions under  which  modern  youth  works. 
Above  all,  for  the  sake  of  the  survival  of 
individual  pharmacy,  let  them  concentrate 
on  instilling  the  ethical  nature  and  peculiar 
responsibility  of  our  craft  into  the  younger 
generation.

Higher  Volume  of  Sales 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Vitamins  Ltd., 
recently,  Mr.  H.  C.  H.  Graves,  Chairman,  said 
that  the  conversion  of  the  Walton  Oaks  Mansion 
into  an  experimental  station  was  virtually  complete. 
All  planning  and  other  arrangements  were  going 
ahead  normally  at  their  40-acre  site  at  the  new 
town  of  Crawley.  The  extension  of  their  agricul- 
tural mill  in  London  was  almost  finished;  increased 
manufacturing  capacity  at  Chester  was  also  well 
in  hand. 

Referring  to  Bemax  particularly,  he  said  they 
heard  even  in  these  days  of  listless  children  and  of 
infants  who  did  not  grow  as  rapidly  as  they  should.

Skilled  and  patient  scientists  had  produced  the 
most  attractive  form  of  liquid  B  complex  prepara- 
tion available  to  the  medical  profession  in  this  or 
any  other  country.
